For- 
tunately this awkward position in which 
the Government. has placed .itself may 
not become generally ‘known to the 
natives interested before the error is 
corrected ; but it is not indicative either 
of carefulness or of foresight'on the part 
of those responsible for the administration 
of the. government. Probably. no law 
on out local statute book contains more 
provisions ‘which call. for. greater pre- 
paration ahd deliberation; and yet no 
mensure has been proclaimed as Jaw with 
so little ragard to such considerations, . 


Ir tho suggestion made elsewhere bya 
correspondent, be correct—and .wa are 
strongly. inclined. to believe that it is 50, 


seeing that the so-called “ piracy” was 
looked for long before ‘it was actually 
announced-—the remarks of cur morning 
contemporary. sound strangely out of 
lace. It is pretty plain to‘any one who 
ows much about Tonquin affairs that 
the mandarin are ‘the piratical gentle- 
men who are most to te feared in the 
trade with that country. . More than ono , 
of the cases of so-called piracy which 
have been noticed in-these columns tend 
to strengthen the opinion that, uot only 
do the officials join ‘with’ piratically- 
inclined natives, but the generally 
contrive to screen them’ from justice 
when the-French officials ‘arouse them- 
selves for a moment’ and endeavour to 
inflict deserved punishment. It speaks 
a good deal for the resources of Tonquin 
that, spite of such difficulties as these . 
and others, the trade in that direction is 
growing and likely to flourish, What- 
ever moy bedone to improve matters— 
whethor by reform within or pressure 
from without-—the action must in some 
way reach the petty officials, also trade 
there will never attain to its legitimate 
expansion, The so-called “pirates” are 
not far to seek. = . 


TuERE is one point in the O. D. 0. 
discussion which demands some con- 
sideration. It is known that the system 
of infurmers—which is presumably the 
most “revolting” feature of tha Act— 
has been put'an end to by tho. present 
Governor. This must.:be what’ Lord 
Kimberley alluded to when he said that 
the. syatem of, “inspection” had been 
stoppod some time ago... The result of 
doing ‘away with informors, while the 
Registrar General is not permitted to 
exercise any other ‘teat wherewith to 
check unlicensed prostitntion, is, that 
the latter ‘evil is becoming alarmingly 
prevalent. It is exceedingly strange 
that so much objection should be taken 
to the “revolting” modes by which on 
absolutely necessary. Jaw of sgnitation 
is to be enforced when’ the subjects 
treated are Chinese, while measures 
of & much more sweeping ‘nature 
are applied to women ‘in the garrison 
towns and naval stations at Homo, 
By the Home ‘Act, ‘ati* information laid 
on oath before o Justice by a Superin- 
tendent of Police, ;or. an Tnepeston, thas 
he “has: good-cause- to~believe- that a 
woman therein named is a common pro- 
stitute,” is sufficent for_an. order of peri- 
odical examination. Clearly this power 
is one which hos. to be exercised, with 
the groatest care and Glecrerions Songt 
it must be said..that little fault can be 
found with the working of the Actin Eng- 
land. Such power, if exercised in Honge 
kong by trustworthy and discreet officers, 
would ‘meet: the: difficulty .. that ° seams 
to have baffled the administration hith- 
erto, and forced them-to adopt the Tess

AY inquest was held this afternoon (7th) on 
tho body of a prisoner Yeung Achik, who 
died suddenly ic the gaol, at 10.20 this 
morning. Decensed was under o sentence 
of five years’ penal servitude, for larceny in 
a dwelling house, &o, Ho had one previous 
conviction of two years’ hard labour, to 
which he was eenteuced in January 1878, 
He waa released on free pardon in May 1879, 
and returned again to gaol undor the sen- 
tonce of five years in Jime 1879, being only 
16 or 17 days out of prison before his re- 
conviction. During the time he had been 
in gaol he had conducted himself fairly well, 
At tho inquest Dr Ayres, Colonial Surgeon, 
gave evidence to the effect that the prisonor 
had died of organic disease of the heart, and 
that the priconer had never complained vary 
mauch of sicknoss. Mr G. Hayward, warden, 
gave evidence to the effact that tho prisoner 
was admitted to gaol under sentence of five 
years’ penal servitude on the 18th June 
1879 for larceny in a dwelling house and 
previous conviction, Owing’ to his returno- 
ing to gaol so quiokly after his rcleaso on 
free pardon, he was placed in separate con- 
finement for tho past six months of his 
imprisonment at string-making and oakum- 
picking. Since his release from separate 
confinement he has only been employed on 
light work, A verdict was returned of 
"Death from Natural Causes,”

Dr Brown wan one of the first misstonsrica 
to enter Japan, arriving in the same year 
with Drs Hepburn and Verbeck.

Ho was chairman of the 
translation committee, and his last work 
was to finish the cloalng chaptera of Reve- 
Istions.

Asa preacher, he was remarkable for his 
originality of thought and facility of exprea- 
sion; for hia broad charity, his genial 
spirit, and hearty devotion to his work.

CHINESE ENDERLINGS IN THE 
CIVIL SERVICE. 


Tothe Editor of the “Cuina Mat.” 


Augast 6th, 

Sin,—It is, I think, the invariable rale 
in the English Civil Service that its mam- 
bera shall not be interested fa ay way jn 
the profita of any profewion or trade, 
except in cases where a public officer is 
allowed private practice. Tho reasons for 
this exoellont regulation are too obvious to 
Tequire pointing out. Unfortunately this 

le does not seem to apply to, or at least 
ja not carried out against, members in the 
lower gradea of the service. I think Ishall 
be able to show conclusively the great ue- 
ceasity that oxists here far making this rule 
equally applicable to the Chinese branch 
of the service, 

By an excelfent local ordinance the plan 
of any building to be erected must first be 
approved by the Sarveyor General’s Depart- 
ment; and when it is signed, the building 
may be proceeded with. a Chinese friend 
who is erecting cortain buildings told me 
tecently, In reply to my question Who 
prepared his plana? that he had got them 
executed by certain Chinese clerks in a 
cortsia Government office. Theadvantages 
of this arrangement seemed to by that my 
native friend got the plana prepared at a 
ebeaper rate than he could otherwise do, 
and that they were supposed to be pissed 
with greater despatch owing to their 
being drawn in the office. 
there was any mote likelibood of their 
being approved sooner on this account, | 
cannot say : that was meroly the impression 
of my native friend. I further learnt that 
& great deal of professional work is dyne by 


certain Chinese in the office referred to. | 


If this ix really the cate, are not Huropean 
architects placed ia a most unfair position 
by these enterprising aod busy Govern- 
ment officials? So long as Chinese are 
pormitted to undertake work of this kind 
to their lelaure time, they are posalbly not 
to be blamed for ao doing. But the accom- 
plished Head of this Department would 
be surprised if ho koew to what an 
extent non-official work was uudertakon 
by cortain of his subordiuvates.

DISMISSAL OF ‘TUNG-HSUN, PRE- 
SIDENT OF THE BOARD 
OF REVENUES. 
The Peking correspondent of the 
Mercury, writing July 27th, says:— 
Just one month after the issue of the 
Imperial Decree by which Chung How 
was temporarily reprieved—there ap- 
a the 6th moon 19th day (25th 
uly)—another Imperial Decree, but 
this time issued in the Peking Gazette. 
“An Imperial Decrec, the President 
of the Board of Revenues, Zung-Heiin, 
is herewith released from further attend- 
ing his duties in the Tsung-li yamén.” 
can assure you that nothing has 
more surprised our Diplomatists of late 
than this news—nay oven in some circles 
it startled them. ‘Tung-Hsun is one of 
the oldest members of the yamen. In 
former years Prince Kung, Wen-Hsiang 
and Tung-Hsun formed the Triumvirate 
of the ‘controlling of foreign affairs” — 
and they executed their duties with 
great discretion and prudence, Since 
the death of Wen;Hsiang, Tuog-Heun 
was the right hand of Princa Kung, on 
whose advice solely the Prince acted of 
lute years, Tung-fHsun was one of the 
negotiatiors of the latter treaties con- 
cluded with foreign powers, and although 
he does not share the present fate of his 
colleague _Chung-How (who was the 
second negotiator,) yet like him he is 
now entirely given the go-by in regard 
athirs, Tung-Heun could 
not be exactly named pro-foreign, but 
his policy was always a conciliatory, 
although procrastinating one. He will 
be seen no more in the Yamen, where 
Sir Thomas and Dr Wells Williams 
used to hold long discussions with him 
about Chinese literature; the other 
foreign Ministers will not have to drink 
with him st their meetings in the 
Tsung-li Yamen one cup of Shao-hsin 
wine after the other, Don Espana will 
find it now a little more diticult to 
bring forward his demands ; neither the 
U.S. new mission nor the Brazilians 
will have him as one of China's nego- 
tiators in their new treaties, ‘T'ung- 
Hsun had a leading share in the settle- 
ment of the Tientsin massacro affair ;

has since been despatched, but from in- 
formation which has reached us, Abdul 
Rahman’s delay is quite oxplicable, The 
chief object of the Mission was to 
acquaint him with the main features of 
a basis of sottlement such as we would 
demand and to invite him to Cabul to 
disouss the matter fully, Tho disappoint- 
ment experienced by the Cabul authorities 
was not that ho failed to accept terme, 
for the Mission was not empowered to 
act as plenipotentiaries, but that he did 
not come in at once, It appears, how- 
ever, that in this he has acted with a 
shrowdnoss and caution which does credit 
to his intelligence, Ho knows that his 
countrymen would despise him were be 
to rush into Cabul ag an adventurer, and 
remain there as Ameer, go he means to 
make a royal progress to bis future 
capital, and negotiate with us as tho re- 
presontative of a beaten but still in- 
dependent people.

The. third orop teaf” continnes-to be 
favorably spoken of by natives, as to both 
quantity and quality, although arrivals, to 
the present time, are small, but this may 
be accounted for by the fact that there is a 
wide difference of opinion between buyers 
and sellers regarding the probable value of 
the leaf, and sbould, in no way, be taken 
a8 a sign that the produotion will be short, 

Congorsu—Of the settlements, given 
below, 11,000 boxes are placed to one buyer, 
at prices showing some advance on raten 
previously current, At Macao, there has 
been leas business passing, and teas, on 
offyr, are too common for even the most 
sanguine operators, 

Scented Teas.—Ospers have beon in good 
demand, and one firm is said to have 
booked 18,500 boxes, of tha fortntght’s 
nettlements.

THE UNITED STATES CONSULAR 
SERVICE. 
(American Exporter.) 

The recent discussions in Congress 
upon the Consular and Diplomatic Bill 
have shown that the legislators of the 
country are beginning to appreciate our 
Consular Corpe st its true value.’ In 
the past, when Consular positions were 
doled out as rewards for primaries pack- 
ed or conventions engineered, aid when 
the American Consul went abroad as a 
reward for political fealty more than for 
commerical interests, and when he held 
his place merely as long as it suited his 
district political directors, our Consular 
Corps filled the small economies incident 
to their positions with all the ability and 
usefulness demanded of them hy the 
authorities. They took possession of 
their offices, hoisted the American flag, 
received our national vessels, signed 
ships’ papers, discharged seamen and 
made all the money they legitimately 
could. This was their whole duty; for 
which they were paid more liberally, let 
us say, than our present efficient corps. 
Let us be understood: The American 
Consul then, 3 now, did his dary. 
That duty was limited to sim Ie routine, 
and was wholly the fault of the Govern- 
ment. 

. But since Secretary Evarts has de- 
fined a broader field of duty for our 
Consul; making him the commercial 
agent of the United States in his dis- 
trict; appointing and promoting hitn 
just as his ability and usefulness jis 
tiles; removing im from the sphere of 
“politics and beyond the control of the 
primary kings and conveution engineers; 

iving him a fixity of tenure in office 
and basing that fixity on his worth as 


a commercial sgent—since then, the j 


American Consul has risen above the 
old surroundings and is to-day, without 
any exception, the most active, energetic 
and useful Consul in the world. 

Congress begins to appreciate this, 
but does not yet appreciate the im- 

ortance of strengthening the Lands of 

the Secretary of State to the fullest 
extent in behalf of our foreign com- 
merce. We should have more Consuls, 
and they should he hetter paid than 
they are at present. Congress should 
not send the plummet of their apprecu- 
tion down into this commercial sea and 
judge of its results hy the depth of the 
direct. profits or monetary loss, 
millions ultimately result from Consular 
direction and effort, to the geuoral 
foreign trade of the country, the present 
expenditure of a few thousand dollurs is 
not lost. It may come ont of the 
treasury, but it returns to the country & 
hundred-fold; it is taken and returned 
to the people. 

While we are glad that our Consular 
Corps has risen in public esteem beyond 
the petty slings of newspapers and 
being the annual butt of Conyressional 
ridicule, wo aro not glad that it has been 
done at the expense of our diplomatic 
Corps. If the fuer has become more 
useful than the latter, it is because its 
field of usefulness has been enlarged. 

Happily for mankind, the necessity for 
diplomacy is growing less yeur by year. 
Commerco is taking its place, simply 
because the progress of the nge tends w 
simplification and fuir business dealing 
Diplomucy iy tortuous and subtle, forever 
gliding into inextricable mazes which, 
in the end, require the sword to make 
straight. ‘The more diplomacy the more 
war, and vice versa. Lurope, being still 
in the meshes of war, is the home of 
diplomacy. The United States, having 
buret the cuiraas and Inid by the sword, 
and ia into business”—at peace 
with nations—not even having a 
single snarl for diplomacy to unsnarl— 
ja the first nation to find out that, as 
the world progresses, diplomacy becomes 
proportionately out of proportion. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that our de- 
mocratic legislators should, while com- 
mending our Consular Corps, set up our 
diplomatic corps as the last remnant of 
ancient usage, as a thing which more 
properly rene to the days of buckles 
and knee-breeches, powdered wigs, aud 
the “distinguished consideration” of 
souff-boxes, than to these plain, honest, 
commercial days. 

Still, that consideration which is due 
to the older nations demands of the 
United States diplomatic representation 
at their courts, and the expense is a 
mere hagatelle. If our Ministers are 
laughed at because they are mere orna- 
ments of courts, it should be borne in 
mind that they are.so because they have 
nothing todo. If our Congress thinks 
the field of diplomacy is too confined, it 
can very easily throw down the com- 
mercial barriers, and invite our Min- 
istors, chargés and secretaries of Legn- 
tion to assist our Consuls in spreading 
American trade in the several countries. 
But to send representatives abroad, and 
then to ridiqute them ‘in Congress, is 
‘discreditable to the nation that sends 
them and discourteous to our Ministers, 

We merely say these. things en, pas- 
sant, for we'have nothing to do with 
the diplomatic Corps—save on rare oc- 
casion when some of them interest them- 
selves in American trade abroad. We 
say—without any disrespect to the able 
gentlemen’ who represent the United 
States in the several countries—that tho 
days of diplomacy are goue, and the 
days of commerce ate dawning, and we 
are gladof it, It means that the Consul 
is greater than.the Minister, because the 
former is the ‘missionary. of peaceful in- 
dustry, while the latter is but the avant 
courier of discord: and war,’ He makes 

‘the ‘swotd: inevitable, and when: the 
nations get tired ' of killing he comes in 
and buries the dead with “ distinguished 
consideration.” "> : y 
Qur Coneula, on the other hand, are 
tha? ‘true’ representatives, of “American 
civilisation, . ‘hey go-abroad in: tho 
interest of trade and commerce, pointing 
out the ‘ways -by ‘which our producers 
and manufacturers can reach the markets 
of tho’ world, and pointing ‘out: to-that 
“world the ways by: which it can reach 
the markets: of the. United: States. 
-There -is, therefore, diteot. sympathy 
between our Consuls and every pro- 
‘ducer, manufacturer. and consumer in 
_the ‘United ‘States, and the consumers 
and producers of all other lands, Ever, 
ship that ‘sails from our, chores wit 


ra 


manufactures and products represents 


| the industry, happiness and civilisation 


of our country, and every ship which 
returns hither represents the same inter- 
ests in the country whose products it 
contains. 

Thus stands our Consular Corps—the 
representatives of our agricul turists, 
artisans, manufacturers, miners, and 
scientists—while the diplomatic corps 
may be said to be| beyond the people's 
sympathy because’ it does not fnlfil any 
economic use in the direct interests of 
the people. 

Weare, therefore, glad that Congress 
recognizes the high worth of our Con- 
sular Corps—although we should piece 
that that distinguished body should not 
honowr our Consuls at the exponse of 
our Ministers. But we want something 
more than mere complimentary endorse- 
ments. We want, as we snid before, 
more consuls, and we want them paid 
salaries enough to support them decently. 
We want them appointed for their ability 
to serve our comnerce—ninl for no other 
reason—and we want them retained 
as long as they do their whole duties. 

Woe desire thut. appointments shall bo 
made for the United States, and that no 


man shall he appointed who is not an i 


Anorican citizen. Wherever there is 
trade there should be o Consul, and be 
should be a citizen, and one who is in 
sympathy with our commerce, ‘Ihe mere 
faet that some foreiyn gentleman—tor 
his own accommodation and for outs, to 
a certain extent—oflers to act as our 
agent without salary, hoists our flag 
and wins that trade’ advantage which his 
official position lends him, while at the 
same time he neither understands our 
trade nor our langusge, can carcely he 


of much advantage to the United States. | 


Indeed, except in cuses where no other 
resource in left, it would be better if the 
‘Amorican Consuls and agents were all 


paid living salaries and prohibited from j 


engaging In trade. ‘The Consular posi- 
tion gives a shert of qitisi-official colour 
ine to his 


ruily excites a feeling of ucrimuny nimnong 
other men engnyed in like business. 
We know that this is the fecling of nine 
ont of ten of our Consuls, ane 
feel thay could du mare generons and 
independent work for their country’s 
commerce as Consus than when the 
nosition ig mixed up with trade. 

What we want in order to render our 
Conanlar service of the highest possible 
utility to our cammeree, is that, slong 
with ‘ability and fixity of tenure of office, 
they shall be paid” salary cnongh- to 
render them free from the trammels of 
business, so that they can devote all 
their time and energies to the speading 
of American trade, and find t 
in the thauks of their Government, sure- 
ty of Office and promotion, aud salary 
commensurate to their positions, 

Let Congress so revise our Consular 
regulations aa to embrace these points, 
then du something for American ship- 
pers, and the inerchants, a ai and 
manufacturers of the United States will 
tnke care of the rest.

Minister is a stately, dignified gentleman 
about seventy years of age. He wears 
the ordinary costume of his country, 
with the appropriato embellishments 
of his rank, Ie bas white hair, a long, 
thin, white beard, and moves with the 
ease, grace and self-possession of a courtly 
and distinguished man, Ho also bus the 
great natural advantage of moat winning 
manners. Although ho has spent some 
time in America he spoaks no English, 
but he is said to possess a thorough 
knowledge of the country and to have 
an intense admiration for Yankee insti- 
tations. Mr Bartlett come to the assiat- 
ance. of the Herald reporter in the 
endeavour to interview the Minister, 
and said for him that they would 
probably remain in town a fow days and 
then go on to Washington to pay their 
reapecta to the Secretary of State.
